"Real Identification" Asked in Refugee Aid 


(Geneva) - A“real identification" with the lives and problems of refugees by those 
who seek to help them, has been appealed for by Dr. Leslie Cooke, director of the 
Division of Inter-Church Aid and Service to Refugees of the World Council of 
Churches. 


In a sermon delivered at a service here marking the launching of World Refugee 
Year, he urged that they employ that “creative act of imagination which sees faces 
behind the figures, which speaks of persons and not of cases, which recognizes 
that these are not ‘nationals! but brethren". 


"The fact is that when we sit where they sit, we see that they are a living 
testimony to that spirit and will of man to be free —- a rebuke to the cynicism, 
often the supercilious cynicisms, to which the peoples of the West are prone." 


"T know, as many of you know", he continued, “not all refugees are heroes, still 
less saints, but only this act of identification can reveal to us the real heart 
of the tragedy and put the alcoholics, the criminals, the misfits, the profligate 
among them, in their real setting as part of this tragedy and inspire and direct 
and shape the ministry which will meet their real needs." 
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If this act of identification is not made, he warned, there is the danger 
that “we shall exploit his sufferings to carry out programaes which we think are 
good for him and that we shall work the works of mercy with a hard eye". 


Dr. Cooke described the refugee as "bewildered, battered at the hands of his 
fellow-men, cut off from the influences, disciplines and security of life in his 
own country and among his own people, disillusioned by the kind of welcome he has 
received after his long and dangerous flight to freedom", 


In this situation, he asked, "is not loss of faith, of confidence in himself, 
in his fellow-men, in any rational purpose of life itself the root of his essential 


needa?" 


However his plight may be described, he continued, "unless we are motivated 
by this conviction that his need is the rehabilitation of his faith and is direct 
ed to this end we fail to aid him where he most needs help", 


Dr. Cooke said that World Refugee Year is a "welcome" and "imaginative" idea, 


but warned that it will not solve the problem and may cause greater bitterness 
and sufferings for refugees who are not helped. 


“How much easier it will be for governments to offer momey and not to open 
frontiers", he said. “How convenient to escape the continuing responsibility 
for dealing with that which causes the refugee by taking up the cause of the 
refugee!" 


But such will not be the case, he continued, if there is genuine identifica-— 
tion. When that happens, he said, "it will mean for us the assumption of a con- 
cern, which will give us no rest until we lay the needs of the refugee upon the 
conscience of individuals throughout the world. It will mean the crude shatter— 
ing of alibis in which men find complacent sanctuary that this is an affair of 
governments and the United Nations. It will mean dealing with every refugee as 
a person and an awakening of his sense of personal respons:bility." 


The service was held at St. Peter's Cathedral under the auspices of the 
National Protestant Church of Geneva and the World Counci-_ of Churches, 


Dr. W.A. Visser 't Hooft, general secretary of the orld Council of Churches, 


presided. Also participating were Dr. Edgar H.S. Chandler, director of the 
World Council's Service to Refugees, the Rev. Alfred Werier, moderator of La 
Compagnie des Pasteurs of Geneva, and Dr. Hlfan Rees, Advisor for Refugees to the 
WCC and chairman of the Intemational Committee for the Norld Refugee Year.

Industrial Mission Plan Proposed by Church of England 


(London) - A new plan which would greatly extend its m.ssionary work in large 
industrial areas is proposed in a report of the Church of England, released here. 


To be submitted for action to the church's assemb-y this summer, the plan 
calls for establishment of "a national structure of incustrial mission that can 
accept responsibility for the eng and extensior of Note from one area to 
another, across diocesan boundaries" 


It suggests that a committee and an “experienced secretariat" be established 
to coordinate existing work, start new programmes, recruit personnel and ptevide 
further training facilities. 
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Further it said, such an organization would seck "to develop closer contact 
with responsible people in industry, trade unions and government departments" and 
would also provide a research team which would keep the church informed of develop 
ments in these areas. 


The report emphasized the major concem of the proposed organization would 
be in larger industrial areas because in smaller areas the parish priest can make 
himself known personally as "pastor, friend and natural visitor". It pointed out 
that although only 750 factories in the country employ more than 1,000 workers, 
these constitute a quarter of the total factory population. EPS, Geneva 


Hthiopian Patriarch Blevated in Coptic Church 


(Cairo) — Egypt's Coptic Orthodox Patriarch has consecrated Anba Basilios as the 
first patriarch in the history of the Established Orthodox Church in Ethiopia. 


The ceremony in St. Mark's Cathedral, which was viewed by Emperor Haile 
Selassie on his first state visit to Cairo, marked the end to a thirty-year dis- 
pute between the mother church in Egypt and the Ethiopian church, which had de- 
manded autonomy. 


An agreement between the two churches published in connection with the 
ceremony indicated that while the Ethiopian church now has its own patriarch, in- 
stead of an archbishop as before, the Egyptian church will continue to retain its 
primal position. 


It said that the Ethiopian patriarch, who is regarded as successor to St. 
Takla Haymandot, is “under no circumstances" to be more than second ranking dig- 
nitary within the Coptic See and that the Egyptian Coptic patriarchs continue to 
be of Egyptian parentage. Furthermore, it said, his authority throughout the 
see continues to be “inviolate and his person beyond criticism". 


The agreement provides, however, that "a limited number" of representatives 
of the Ethiopian church may participate in the future in the election of the 
patriarch of the See of St. Mark in Cairo. EPS, Geneva 


New Bra Seen Dawning in Asian Missions _ 


(Boston) - A leading US foreign missions executive said here that the Christian 
Church has dawning before it "a new day in the mission to Asia, with greater 
problems and greater hopes than ever before". How that opportunity is used, he 
declared, will determine within "the next decade or so" whether Christianity is to 
survive as a world religion. 


The speaker was Dr. Alfred Carleton, executive vice-president of the American 


Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions of the Congregational Christian Churches. — 


He addressed a committee of the denomination on his return recently from Malaya 
where he was one of the six US consultants at the first meeting of the East Asia 
Christian Conference. 


Dr. Carleton declared that the era of the missionary "in the old sense" has 
passed and that "we now stand shoulder to shoulder with the younger churches of 
Asia and deal with one another in a partnership which was never before possible", 
This new relationship, he said, “opens far greater cpportunities for missionary 
service on a basis of mutual interdependence". He cited as an example of the new 
era the fact that more than 200 missionaries of Asian churches are now serving in 
other! lands and that Asia church leaders are now ready to give help “in. planning 
for the development of Christian work in Asia". EPS, Geneva

Bishop Dibelius Scores "Era of Barbarity' 


(Berlin) - Bishop Otto Dibelius, president of the Evangelical Church of Germany, 
Said here that the callous lack of concern by most people for the plight of the 
world's estimated 45,000,000 refugees may point to "a new era of barbarity and an 
age of inhumanity in the making". 


"Only the incurable optimist would maintain in the face of such tragedy that 
the development of human society is leading us ever closer to perfection", Bishop 
Dibelius stated in a message issued to the ehurch on the eve of World Refugee 
Year, 


"While it is true that in the past few years five million refugees have been 
successfully resettled", he said, "there are still innumerable people who have 
been in refugee camps for as long as five and ten years and there is still a 
continuous stream (into West Germany) from the East." 


Bishop Dibelius said that the problem is too large for the church to cope 
with by itself and it therefore welcomes the UN-sponsored World Refugee Year as 
a means of"rousing the conscience of all nations to this great problem". 


However, he said, churches must not be content merely in appealing to govemm—~ 


ments and organizations to help the refugees, but also must appeal to their own 
congregations "to extend a friendly hand of human sympathy to refugees and help 
them feel at home both mentally and spiritually in their new environment",

(Ocean Grove, NeoJ.) - A statement calling for an end to the “unnatural, illogical

The statement was presented to the conference by a delegation of 14 members 
who last year visited Schwarzenau, Germany, where the denomination was founded, 
for ceremonies there marking its 250th anniversary. 


In other actions delegates went on record as "unalterably" opposed to nuclear 
weapons testing and urged abolition of capital punishment as a violation of "the

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Parochial High Schools Not Requized, Augustana Lutherans Say 


(Hartford, Conn.) - Opposition to the establishment of parochial schools for 
secondary education has been expressed by the Augustana Lutheran Church. 


Delegates to the denomination's 100th annual convention meeting in Hartford, 
Conn., put themselves on record in support of tax-supported public schools, 
which they said church members should "share as fully as possible in strengthening 
and improving". 


The action came in approval of a report on a denominational study of the issue 
which concluded that "there appears to be no need or desire" on the part of the 
church's membership for a general system of denomination-supported schools of 
either the parochial type or boarding academy. 


At the same time, the report stated, the church "recognizes the right to 
eStablish in certain areas such privately financed high-quality Christian schools 
as will not destroy the effectiveness of the public schools of any community". 


The report also called for a strong parish education programme as "essential 
to the welfare of the church and vital to the child", It added; "The right to 
offer such instruction is a part of our American heritage, and it should be 
jealously guarded". 


The report, prepared by a special committee of the denomination's Board of 
Christian Higher Education, was based on a three-year study which included a 
survey of nearly 1,000 of its parish pastors. EPS, Geneva 


New Moves Against Church Confirmation in Rumania and Hungary 


(Geneva) - New evidence of stepped-up campaigns against church confirmation by 
the Communist governments in Rumania and Hungary, have been reported here. 


In Rumania, according to reports from Vienna, parents of youth preparing for 
confirmation in the Lutheran Church in Kronstadt received a letter from the prin- 
Cipal of their school one week before graduation, warning that if they permitted 
them to be confirmed, the youth would not be allowed to graduate. As a result, 
the report said, "very few" of the parents allowed their sons and daughters to 
participate. 


At the same time, the report said, many of the youth were required to take 
part in an excursion to visit a Socialist Party memorial and museum at Doftana 
on the day when the confirmation ceremony was scheduled, These youth, the report 
said, had to be confirmed in small groups which met in the evenings during the 
following week. 


In Hungary, the first Communist "name-giving" ceremony was held recently at 
a factory in Raab, according to a story in the newspaper "Nepszava" published in 
Budapest. The story said that speakers emphasized that "enlightened people must 
seek liberation from the Church's monopoly over mind and soul" and urged that 
family events, such as baptisms, marriages and deaths, be marked in a "progressive 
manner", and not commemorated by church ceremonies. EPS, Geneva 
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Statement of "Christian Concer" for Kerala 


(Bangalore) - A statement of "Christian Concern" for recent outbreaks in the 
Communist-ruled state of Kerala in connection with opposition to a new Education 
Act, has been issued by twelve prominent church leaders in Bangalore. 


The statement asks that opponents of the Act seck to change it through the 
“constitutional means" available and appeals to Christians to "refuse to be party 
to any form of violent agitation which would lead to destruction of life and pro- 
perty and interfere with programmes of economic reconstruction". 


Numerous outbreaks of violence have been reported in recent months in 
connection with the beginning of a new school term in the district. The out— 
breaks grew out of efforts by Catholics and the Hindu Nair community to keep their 
schools closed in order to demonstrate their opposition to the Act which they 
have denounced as infringing upon the freedom of private education. There are 
about 7,000 private schools in Kerala, of which about 4,000 are operated by the 
Catholic Church and the remaining 3,000 by the Hindu Nair community, Muslims and 
other private managers. 


The statement says that by resorting to such methods as keeping their schools 
closed, asking students not to attend classes and to picket the schools, Christian | 
leaders "have given the impression of being narrowly communalistic and of cham-— 
pioning vested interests". It adds; “Although their original intention was to 
protest against the Education Act in a constitutional manner, they have been led 
Wittingly or unwittingly, into collaboration with other political forces directed 
towards the overthrow of the government by what seems to us unconstitutional 
methods, Such a step is fraught with great danger to democracy and rule of law." 


Emphasizing that they spoke as private indivicuals and not as representatives 
of their organizations, the signatories suggested that as "a first step" towards 
solving the problem Christian leaders accept a government invitation to attend a 
Round Table Conference to discuss the issue. In doing so, they stressed, they 
should make it clear that their concern is with the govermment's education policy 
and that it is "not their intention to resort to wconstitutional methods to 
overthrow the government", 


In its turn, they said, "the government will have to adopt a far more res- 
ponsive attitude than they have shown so far, to neet the just demands of the 
voluntary agencies and allay their legitimate fears". The failure of such 
parleys, they added, "may necessitate exercise of the constitutional rights of 
the management on strictly legal lines". 


The statement suggests that the current situation "raises the question of 
the adequacy of the present constitutional provisions to meet unprecedented 
situations". ;

Christian Concern in the Kerala Situation 


The situation that has developed in Kerala causes great anxiety to everyone 
concerned about preserving the democratic structure of our constitution. The 
Christian leaders in Kerala have also made pronouncements committing themselves 
as supporters of the present agitation. In joining with other communal and 
political groups they have not explained their methods or goals as in any way 
distinct from other groups, This fact 218 4 Little: disconcerting. We should 
therefore like to ask the churches in Kerala seriously to consider their responsi- 
bility at the present time to give to the people the right lead, so that by what-— 
ever action they take now, they will strengthen and not in any way weaken the 
democratic framework of our political life. 


As Christians, we are committed to uphold an order of society in which in- 
dividual freedom and social justice are guaranteed by political institutions. 
Our constitution provides for a government under law elected by the free exercise 
of the franchise of the people every five years, and for an opposition which can 
peacefully replace the party in power and form an alternative government. The 
fundamental rights of citizens and minority groups are safe-guarded and enforced, 
by an independent judiciary, even against the state. But in the actual working 
of democracy occasions may arise when the laws adopted by the government or the 
government itself become unacceptable and even unjust to individuals and groups. 
The citizen has the right to work for change of such laws and governments, but it 
should be by constitutional means. Till such change is effected democratic 
discipline imposes submission to them even if under protest. 


The present Communist government in Kerala was voted into power at the last 
general election and they accepted the responsibility of holding office within 
the constitutional framework. To many of us this is an anomalous. situation where 
a party which does not believe in democracy, as we understand it, has been put 
in power through the democratic process by popular wote. in this Christianseia 
Kerala also had a share. some did this in good faith in the expectation that 
the new government would stand for social justice, religious freedom and the rule 
of law. 


There are many who feel that the Communist government's record during the two 
years of its existence confirms the fears that the government are primarily in- 
terested in strengthening their party under the cover of democratic institutions 
and may eventually subvert the constitution itself. There is also the criticism 
that the Kerala government is not at all responsive to the legitimate demands of 
large sections of people. On the other hand, it must be admitted that the very 
people who ought to be concerned about social justice have not sufficiently co- 
operated with the programmes for social and economic reforms initiated by the 
government such as the Lend Reforms Act and the Anti-Dowry Bill. 


The present situation in Kerala has been created by the persistence the gov- 
ernment have shown in the passing of the Education Act and the rules thereunder 
in total disregard of the sentiments of large sections of the people, We recog- 
nize the state's responsibility in the field of education, but this does not 
preclude the church and other voluntary agencies from running educational insti- 
tutions with state aid under mutually agreed conditions. This is necessary both 
from the point of view of education and of democracy. 


We regret, however, that Christian leaders in their agitation against the 
Education Act have resorted to methods such as closure of schools, exhortation of 
students not to attend school till the Act is withdrawn and picketting of schools. 
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In doing so they have given the impression of being narrowly communalistic and of 
championing vested interests. Although their original intention was to protest 
against the Education Act in a constitutional manner, they have been led, wittingly 
Or unwittingly, into collaboration with other political forces directed towards 
the overthrow of the government by what seems to us unconstitutional methods. Such 
a step is fraught with great danger to democracy and rule of law. 


The situation in Kerala is certainly complex and anomalous. The very large 
volume of popular support to the present agitation against the Comuunist govem- 
ment does raise the question of the adequacy of the present constitutional pro- 
visions to meet unprecedented Situations and whether further constitutional 
machinery should be provided for effective enforcement of popular will. 


We hold, however, that the Christian leadership in Kerala has a great res- 
ponsibility to end the present impasse. We venture to suggest that as a first 
step they may well accept the invitation now extended by the government to attend 
the Round Table Conference to thrash out their differences in relation to the 
educational policy of the government. In its turn the government will have to 
adopt a far more responsive attitude than they have shown so far, to mect the just 
demands of the voluntary agencies and allay their legitimate fears. Failure of 
such parleys may necessitate exercise of the constititional rights of the manage-— 
ment on strictly legal lines. However the Christian leaders will make it clear 
that their misgivings are in regard to the educational policy of the government 
and that it is not at all their intention to resort to unconstitutional methods 
to overthrow the government. More than all, the Christians will refuse to be 
party to any form of violent agitation which would lead to destruction of life 
and property and interfere with programmes of cconomic reconstruction. Nor will 
they align themselves with the forces of reaction, communalism and class—-hatred 
which would result in the break-up of that sense of naticnal community and the 
Rule of Law that are still in the process of being established in the country. 


We would like to make it clear that the signatories to the statement have 
subscribed to it in their personal capacity and not as representing any organiza- 
tion with which they are officially connected.
